• This week's conversation piece among parents has been ncho 
uniforms, a discussion aroused by that decision of the Federal Td 
ation Board of Review in Melbourne disallowing a deduction 
by a taxpayer for children's school clothes. 



EARLY reports of the 
decision gave the im- 
pression that taxpayers 
could claim only for uni- 
forms that were compul- 
sory, There was an outcry 
from parents whose child- 
ren attend State schools 
where uniforms are re- 
quired hut not officially 
compulsory. 

Then it was stated that the 
decision applied to a case in 
which the school clothes were 
not uniforms but ordinary 

Wear. 

This removed the cause oT 
the first fuss. 

Bur it set parents arguing 
again about the situation that 
obtains, for instance, in New 
Smith Wales, where most 
State secondary school pupils 
are required to wear uniform 
but where education author- 
ities deny compulsion. 

Most parents approve of 
school uniforms, but some ob- 
ject to the enforcement. 

Anyone can sec the dilemma 
of Slate education authorities. 
II they iiflkinllv endorse com- 
pulsion there is an outcry that 
children of poorer parents arc 
put to undeninrrj tie expense. 

Vet il might be wiser for 
the Education Departments to 
Maud squarely behind what 
thry tacitly approve. This 
approval was implied by lie 
headmistress who said: "We 
do not allow thr children w ho 
are out of uniform to repre- 
sent the school "

said for school uniforms. They 
are not necessarily an extrava- 
gance, especially for teenage 
girls. Mother', know that 
competitive dressing can be 
more expensive.

Lana has always been known 
as a doting and fond mother, who showered gifts and clothing on Cheryl, hut there 
has never been intimacy and warmth between them. 




LANA, four times mar- 
ried and divorced —

her second marriage to 
broker Stephen Crane — 
never made a real home 
for her daughter. 

And Hollywood, with its 
immature adults and preco- 
cious children, is the worst 
place in the world to grow up 
in.

Marriage was not a serious 
matter to Lana. 

She admitted marrying 
Artie Shaw in a fit of pique 
after Greg Bautzer had stood 
her up on a date (he had 
appendicitis). 

In 1943 she eloped to Las 
Vegas and married Stephen 
Crane before bis divorce was 
final. She had the marriage 
annulled on this score, then 
discovered she was pregnant, 
so she remarried him. 

After the baby was born 
she and Crane were divorced. 

The baby waa Cheryl, There 
was a hitter court fight for 
custody. Lana won. 

Nurses and governesses 
ruled Cheryl's life in her early 
years, while her mother galli- 
vanted about the Continent. 

Later, boarding schools took 
the place of home. 

Gradually, Cheryl developed 
a better understanding of her 
mother. She became more 
like a sister than a daughter. 
Even Srompanato realised her 
influence over Lana. 

Checyl confided later: "He 
used to take me on little trips, 
to market, ice-cream parlors, 
and shops. He tried to use 
mr to promote marriage be- 
tween him and Mother. He'd 
say, 'Wouldn't it be nice if wr

Big holiday carnival — a 
spree far young and old

• The Easter meeting at Oakbank, in the 
Adelaide Hills, is more than just another 
picnic race meeting — it is a carnival, a 
pilgrimage, and an annual holiday rolled 
into one glorious spree for young and old. 

TN addition to the 70,000 people who travel from the 
J. city for the Saturday and Monday racing, hundreds 
of families set up their camps and caravans on Pin- 
nock's Paddock, beside the course, weeks beforehand. 

Their quiet holidnymaking culminates in a riol ol fun 
during tlit- Easier carnival — so much fun that many families 
have been spending thai/ annua] vacations at Oakbank every 
year for up to three generations, 

And by families I don't mean just parrnt-and-ciiild groups. 
This year one family, including aunts, uncles, and cousins, 
numbered more than UK), including one 13-year-old girl who 
had her 13th consecutive birthday party at "Rotten Row," 
die traditional name for one section of the ramp. 

The fun really begins on Easter Saturday. Early in the 
morning the crowd from the city^ begins to arrive, and the 
ground! surrounding the couth quickly blossom with food 
kiosks, tea stalls, hut-dog earti, sandwich ban, and ice-cream 
and fairy-Hoss stalls. 

Then the hurdygurdy and the cries of spruikers for the 
hoopla stalls and other sideshows begin to sound. 

By midday these farnivnl sounds give way to the culling 
of the odds from the bookies' enclosure on the Mat, an arei 
of 50 yards by 25 yards, which somehow seems able to accom- 
modate up to 10,000 punters at one time. 

The pri/rmunry for die Saturday and Monday races totals 
£13,050 — one of the largest purses for Australia's famous 
picnic meetings. 

The most famuus race at Oakbank is the Great Eastern 
Steeplechase, a classic with a £4100 first prize, run on Easter 
Monday. 

The distance of Si miles is three times round the tract, 
over 21 jumps, all brush fences except the log jump. 

The steeplechase is run on the longer of the two racetracks 
on the course, cutting across the main road in two places. 

When the first Great Eastern Steeplechase (prize 20 sov- 
ereigns) was run in 1876, there were eight jumps over a fallen 
tree, a stone wall, post-and-rall fences, aiid furze hedges. 

The stone wall w.ts demolished in 1913 after ihe fatal fall 
of a hone named Stockings. 

In its 82-year history the steeplechase has acquired many 
legends. 

Seth Ferry's horse Gunn, ridden by jockey Dugan, was the 
home to win the great race, in 1880. Gunn fell, it is said, at 
one of the early jumps, and the rest of the field went merrily 

on. 

Dugan, however, caught Gunn, remounted him, and waited 
behind a fence. When the other horses came round 3gain he 
rejoined them. Fre&h from his rent, Gunn worked his <*j(f 
easily to the front and was first past the post.

• Famous fashion designer Madame Schia- 
parelli lives in a house that is remarkably 
like its owner — luxurious, successful, slightly 
irreverent, and very, very chic. 



MADAME SCHIA- 
PARELLI says she 
has been called everything 
from Chaporelh" to Sarsa- 
parilla, "but most people 
know me as the couturier 
who invented the boutique 
and shocking-pink." 

In Paris, where she upends 
nine months each year, she is 
known affectionately as 1j 
Schiap — tempermental busi- 
nesswoman, wearer of exotic 
turbans, and the owner of a 



house off the Chsmps-Elyjeea 
which belonged to Napoleon's 

sister. 

Number 22 Rue de Bern is 
a three-storied, 1 B-roomed 
mansion ptolectcd by massive 
walU overgrown with vine. 

In front it has a cobbled 
yard ; at (he back a deep lush 
garden screened with over- 
hanging trees and shrubbery. 

"It is even quieter than my 
cottage in Tunisia," says 
Schiaparelli, "and twice as

American buyer wanted M

wilhin two weeks," she said. 

"I bnogbl ibr wool and my 
link wumao scoured Paris ior 
Arructtian volunteers," 

The order was successful 
and Schiap was in business. 
She engaged a nurse lo look 
after her cherished daughter, 
Gottu, and opened premises 
in the Rite de la Pais; in 1933 
she moved 10 Ihe exclusive 
Place Vendome. 

In spile of her daredevil 
approach to fashion, clienls 
came and slaved with her. 
Mae West, who had no time 
for fittings, presented the fit- 
ters with a plaster rant of hcr- 
stlf in the Venus de Milo 
pose. 

"Now it decuratri the cel- 
lars ai home, together with 
posters by Toulouse-Lautrec." 

The house at Nu. 22 "is un- 
orthodox, magnificently clut- 
tered, and quite beautiful. Il 
is also comfortable. When 
Schiaparelli houghi it in 1937 
she revolutionised the top 
floors by having eight of the 
IH bedrooms convened into 
bathrooms. 

"Bedrooms do Dot interest 
me," she aid, "and I lave a 
passion far bathrooms." 

Her own first-floor suite 
consists p| hath- lounge, dress- 
ing-room, and bedroom annexe 
in mnflower yellow. The bath- 
lounge, like most impntianl 
rooms in the house, has a fine 
Georgian carpet and original 
paintings on the walL 

In tin way planned, it con- 
tains a writing desk, easy 
choirs, a table to display her 
21 pain of spectacles, and an 
enormous shoe rupboard. 

The second floor is reserved 
for Oogo— now married to an 
American and living in Swit- 
zerland- -and Ihr two grand- 
daughters who come for Tioli- 
days each year. 

On the ground flooT 
Madame Schiaparelli has de- 
vised three connecting and 
totally different reception- 
rooms. The library, with fur- 
r.ihing of plum-colored silk 
and turquoise velvet, is her 
mail erpiece of organised 
chaos. 

"This," she said, glancing 
towanfi a mobile ncp-ladder 
hlled with bibelots nnd 



guarded by a ferocious-look- 
ing sheep's head, "is the price 
you pay for being too acquisi- 
tive. But, confidentially, I 
love it. 

"The pointings arc gelling 
a little out of band. The 
walls are full 'and T have to 
prop them against rbr 
chairs," They include Picau- 
sos, Dalis, and a magnificent 
screen painted by Christian 
Berard. 

Cellar meals 

Her dining-roum is formal 
and typically irreverent; but 
many guests prefer to eat in 
the comfortable diriing-bar in 
the cclhlr downstairs, 

"There is something psy- 
chologically tantalising about 
having good china, good 
linen, and good I ><l in a cel- 
lar." 

Madame does not encour- 
age resident guests, but her 
Sunday night sup|jers for 
artists and writers are known 
all over Paris She also has at 
least two dinner parlies a 
week. As a hnstess, she is 
original on all levels. 

"A party is fun when there 
are plenty ol jewels and inaha- 
rajahs about, but I really pre- 
fer latitude," 

La Schiap discontinued the 
"collection" side nf her 
fashion work three years ago. 
but at ill designs 20 items for 
herself each year. 

Simplicity for travel and 
cnlor for evening wear are her 
only hard-and-fast rules. She 
believes true fashion never 
dates. 

Today, business interests 
lake her all over Europe and 
to America. She is an inter- 
national fashion-adviser. Her 
Schiaparelli stockings have be- 
come world-famous. Ncvft at 
a loss for ideas, she is launch- 
ing "Si,*" her new perfume. 

"Perfume is like music It 
is just a question of striking a 
new note." 

This particular '"turte" in 
perfume represents more than 
200 samples and two yean' 
work She uses it lavishly her- 
self, and is most enthusiastic 
about its future. 

"1 hope to be the author of 
a smash hit," said La Schiap 
frankly, "and make a lot of 

money."
